Remarks 

In the Final Office Action mailed October 23, 2003: 

1. Claims 1-3,5-11, 13-18 and 20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,185,620 (Weber) in view of U.S. Patent No. 
6,304,910 (Roach); 

2. Claims 4, 12 and 19 were objected to. 
The claims have been amended as set forth above. 

I. Selected Claims 

1. Claims 1-6 

Claim 1 was amended to incorporate subject matter of claim 19, which was objected to. 
Claims 4 and 5 were amended to eliminate extraneous punctuation. 



2. Claim 7 

Claim 7 was amended to incorporate subject matter of claim 19, which was objected to, 
and to reflect the apparatus of claim 1 . 

3. Claims 8-20 

Claim 8 was amended to incorporate the subject matter of claim 12, which was objected 
to, and claim 1 1, from which claim 12 depends.
